Goering Sure

More Cynical 


Nuernberg, Dec. 13—(Reuters) 
Dr. Gustave Gilbert, Columbia 
University ‘psychologist, said to- 
day that Hermann Goering, Bal- 
dur von Schirach, Hans Frank 
and Albert Speer, defendants at 
the war crimes trial of high- 
ranking Nazis, are resigned to 
death, 

Dr. Gilbert has made a study of 
the accused since their arrest. 

“While these four expect to die, 
the approach of each to the pos- 
sible death sentence is different,” 
Dr. Gilbert said. 

“Goering is cynical and views 
death as the fate of defeat which 
cannot be avoided. 

“Von Schirach, when he was
